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THIRTY HEAVILY ARMED POLICE TO ARREST ONE 
BLACK MAN? 


To date, no less than three members of the Afro-Her- 
ald newspaper staff have been the victims of assault and 
harrassment at the hands of city officials. 

During the court trials of last summers police violen- 
ce, one staff member was physically assaulted as he took 
a picture of a fireman who appeared in court with a gun 
on his hip, Although a complaint was signed and filed at 
that time, no action has yet been taken by police or the 
prosecutors office. 

On December 12, 1967, a second Afro staff member 
was arrested by about fifteen police, sheriffs deputies 
and possemen when he voiced his objection to having a * 
shotgun leveled at his head by one of the policemen for 
no apparent reason, He was jailed on a charge of ''Har= 
rassing Conduct", whatever that entails, The case is 
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still din The trial which was to take place on Rope: ies 
ruary 5, is expected to be rescheduled to a later date, . 
possibly within a couple of weeks. 

Wednesday night, January 31,1968, about 11:00 p.m, 3 S 
two Afro staff members were stopped and cited for a oc 
nor traffic violation. They then proceeded about their 
business and went into a house on North Weadock Street, 
Less than ten minutes later, two carloads of city police 
and a sheriffts deputy knocked on the door (two more car- 
loads remained on the street). When the lady ofthe hou- 
se answered the knock, the cops barged in, stating that 
they had a warrant for the arrest of the reporter, When 
he(the reporter)asked if he could have a look at the war- 
rant, they were unable to produce one. When they failed 
also to produce a search warrant, they were asked to 
leave the house, which they refused to do. | 

When asked how they could expect citizens to respect 
the law, while policemen displayed such a flagrant disre- 
gard for the rights of citizens, they merely sneered and 
ignored the question. After five or six minutes of pro- 


test from United Power members, who had arrived on 
the scene as the cops had knocked at the door, they finally 
withdrew from the house back to the sidewalk and the str- 
eet. Ina ridiculous show of numbers, they called for 
more police cars and surrounded the entire block with 
over thirty policemen, 

A few minutes later, they returned to the door, About 
seven or eight of them stood on the porch while others 
were standing in the shubbery and some on the dark side 
of the house, etc. When they produced a "john doe war- 
rant" the reporter went along with them. Peacefully, 
THANK GOD!!! (there were black children inside af the 
house and we know how little policemen care about shoot 
ing black children, DON'T WE!!! 
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1967 was quite a year for us = 

Carl B. Stokes became the mayor of Cleveland, Ohio (the 
United States tenth largest city). .. Richard Gordon Hatch 
was elected mayor of Gary, Indiana.. . Robert Clark became 
the first black man>to occupy a seat in the Mississippi 
State House since reconstruction . . . Atty. Ernest Morial 
won the democratic party primary for state representative 
in New Orleans and will run — unopposed — in the 1968 
election. In Kentucky, Mrs. Georgia Davis was elected to 
the Senate, while Mrs. Mae Street Kidd and Mr. Hughes E. 
McGill were elected to the House of Representatives eos 
Dr. William Ferguson Reid was the first Negro elected to 
Virginia’s State Assembly in 76 years . . . President John- 
son appointed Walter and Washington as commissioner of 
Washington, D.C.; Atty. Damon J. Keith (Detroit) as U.S. 
District judge for Michigan’s eastern district . . . the illus- 
trious Thurgood Marshall was appointed to the Supreme 
Court. Speaking of the Supreme Court, this august body 
ruled that marriage could not be restricted anywhere in the 
land because of racially mixed partners. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Koontz was elected as the first Negro 
president of the National Education Ass’n. . Major 
Robert Lawrence (Air Force veteran holding a Ph.D. in 
physical chemistry) was one, of those selected for flights 
aboard the Manned Orbit Laboratory to be launched in 1970 
_ . . Norman Simon became the first negro president of a 
white owned bank (Chicago’s Guarranty Bank and Trust 
Co.)... Adam McFadden was granted the first Los Angeles 
Pontiac auto franchise while Ernie Banks and Robert Nel- 
son, Jr. became the first negros in the nation to hold a new 


car franchise from the Ford Motor Co. Seven white men — 


found guilty of conspiracy in the 1964 murders of three 
civil rights workers, by an all white jury. Sidney Portier 
played an unprecedented role in Guess Who’s Coming To 
Dinner? (co-starring Spencer Tracy and Katherine Hepburn). 
An all-negro cast was a smashing success in Hello Dolly 
featuring Pearl Bailey and ‘‘Cab”’ Calloway . . Aretha 
Franklin was the first female vocalist to have three conse- 
cutive million-seller singles .. . Wilt Chamberlain probably 
became the highest paid athelefe in American history. 


The Other Side of the Coin — 
H. Rap Brown replaced Stokely Carmichael as chairman of 
the Student Non-Violent Coordinating Committee Approxi- 
mately 80. cities rioted again attesting to the fact that 
ghetto conditions have not appreciably changed . . . un- 
employment rates among negroes were approximately double 
that for whites . . . the House of Representatives over- 
ruled a proposal to establish funds for rent subsidy. . . the 
House voted to exclude Adam Clayton Powell from Con- 
gress. . . The House also overruled a proposal to establish 
funds for rent supplements . . . The Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee unanimously voted against the President’s proposal 
to end discrimination in the sale and rental of real estate. 
The House jokingly (but firmly) refused 40 million dollars 
for rat control — later, under pressure, they allowed it... 


Have you personally thought of the Black Struggle and 
the part you can and should play? Is it time to give com- 
panionship to a child? Is it ability or skill which can be 
offered to train someone who needs to know and wants to 
know? Is it a Financial Contribution to an organization 
dedicated to relieving ghetto conditions? Is it Clothes, 
Furniture or Appliances to be dispersed to needy families?

Economic Slavery 
| have become aware of a tremen- 
dous vacum among our people in 
the area of finance, budget and 
economics. Now that our earning 
capacity is increasing, we are ill- 


equipt to utilize our capital to it’s ~ 


fullest. Now we do have money but 
we still are slaves; for the most part 
we are becoming economic slaves. 
This malady is not exclusively an 
ethenic problem; there are many 
whites who are slaves in this way. 
An individual is an economic slave 
when he is forced to physically pro- 
duce for survival, with no excess 
capital for illness, old-age or unfor- 
seen financial demands until he 
dies. Economic slavery is perpetuat- 
ed by “‘Living Beyond One’s Means’’ 
and ‘’Keeping Up With The Jones- 
es’’ syndromes. 

If the majority of the population 
were to put their expenses on pay- 
roll deductions, they would be lucky 
indeed to have fifty dollars at the 
end of the month. This wouldn't be 
all together bad if they were able 
to save it, but all to often they 
don't. | would like to state that | am 
not here to renounce work, but to 
encourage it as a more lucrative en- 
deavor, not as a trinket collecting 
millstone. 

What would it profit us as a race 
of people to be granted the freedom 
that we all so long have desired: 
fair employment, equal housing, ed- 
ucation, etc., and then find that we 
are still slaves, but economically in- 
stead of in bondage, neither would 
suit me. It appears to be that the

master plan for races of people who 
prosper and lift the shackles of bon- 
dage and discrimination has been 
te act as one, nee singlemindedness 
OT purpose - that purpose to 
AND OVERCOME. geet: 
The Jews and Japanese are two 
examples of people who rose from 
the bottom of the pile to the top. 
One advantage was that they knew 
the power of finance, that is they 
knew how to multiply their money. 
This was taught in the homes and 
passed from one generation to the 


next. If they could not find fairness 


in employment they created jobs 
through opening up businesses: 
they also would save with fervor to 
purchase a home rather than rent. 
They realized that by owning pro- 
perty they were able to acumulate 


~ money which led to their rise as a 


race of people. 

_ This is one example of how an 
individual may defeat economic 
slavery. He must trap a portion of 
his earnings. If he pays one hun- 
dred dollars per month for rent, in 
ten years he would have paid twelve 
thousand dollars of his earnings and 
it would be lost to him forever. But 
if he would have purchased a mod- 
est home that is worth twenty thou- 
sand dollars, in ten years (because 
of the tax advantage plus that he 
Owes on the property compared to 
its worth at that time he would be 
in a position to command sixteen 
thousand dolars for his use. Since 
you must pay for shelter, | believe 
it is arithmetically correct to own 
Real Estate. That sixteen thousand 


_ dollars could make the difference 


between an economic slave and a 
free man.

MIGRATION 


Cities are the victims of anarchic migra- 
tions of Negroes, Although everyone knew in 
the past decade that millions of Negroes 
would have to leave the land without schooling, 
no national planning was done to provide re- 
medies, White immigrants in the 19th century 
were given free credit and land by the govern- 
ment, In the early 20th century a plethora 
of social agencies helped them to adjust to 
city life, 

When the Negro migrated he was substan- 
tially ignored or grossly exploited within a 
context of seering discrimination, He was 
left jobless and ignorant, despised and 
scorned as no other American minority aas 
been, 

To list the cause is to structure the reme- 
dial program, A program is not, however 
our problem, Our real problem is that there 
is no disposition by the Administration nor 
Congress to seek fundamental remedies 
beyond police measures, The tragic truth 
is that Congress, more than the American 
people is now running amok with recisim, 

We must devise the tactics, not to beg Con- 
gress for favors, but to create a situation in 
which they deem it wise and prudent to act 
with responsibility and decency, 

Some people assert riots are just sucha 
method, Perhaps it would be well to examine 
the nature of the outbreaks, They reveal 
in the first place that the time we have is 
shorter than many of us think, Patience is 
running out and the intransigence and hostility 
of government--national, state and municipal 
is aggravating grievances to explosive levels. 

The riots are not simply a reign of terror 
or a splurge of crime, though both elements 
are partially present, They are alsoa wild- 
ly emotional protest and a desperate attempt 
to display the utter desparation that has en- 
gulfed many Negroes, The vast majority 
who actively participated were remarkably 
discriminating in avoiding harm to persons, 
venting their anger by appropriating or de- 
stroying property,
